The Necessity Of 
H-Bomb Tests 


ESPITE the agitation for 

thelr suspension, it is 
clear the British govern- 
ment In fully and irrevoc- 
ably committed to carrying 
out the nuclear tests at 
Christmas Island; — more- 
over, although the voices of 
protest are vociferous, they 
ure by no meuna convincing. 
Many feel Britain is fully 
justified In carrying out the 
experiments, 

Those who are most Iingistent 
on the abandonment of the 
tests actvance as their chief 
urgument the danger of 
radiouctive fallout, 
apparently unconvinced by 
Mr Macmillan's assurances, 
based on the advice of his 
nuclear scientists, that the 
Christmas Island experi- 
ments will yield no danger- 
ous radioactivity elther to 
human or vegetable life. 
Thus the laymen presume 
to know more than the ¢x- 
perts, 


URIOUSLY = these = sume 
critics do not question 
Britain's right to develop 
and possess the H-bomb. 
Yet they demand = the 
government refrain from 
demonstrating through tests 
that. it Is effective. This 
is logic dificult to under- 
stand, 

At js of first importance to 
the whole of Western 
Europe that Britain, its 
key defence point, should 
herself possess effective 
nuclear = weapona. The 
White Paper issued yester- 
day succinctly makes the 
point by declaring that 
“while comprehensive dis- 
armament remains among 
the foremost objectives of 
British foreign pl. it is 
unhappily true that pending 
international agreement the 
only existing = sufeguard 
against major aggression 
is the power to” threaten 
retaliation with nuclear 
weupons.” 

This ‘is a policy uy much ap- 
proved by the Suciuist 
opposition as it ia by the 
present British government. 
Furthermore it is accepted 
by the Western world 
generally, But the claim 
to possess nuclear weapons, 
Including the H-bomb, un- 
supported by proof that 
they {function effectively, 
+ robs them of much of their 
deterrent value. 


Tr is the duty of any British 

government to develop 
and perfect defensive and 
retaliatory weapons the 
existence of which will 
deter the aggressive designs 
of any hostile nation, but 
it {s equally necessary to 
demonstrate that the 
weapons are more. than 
‘drawing board conceptions. 

Tho Christmas Island tests 
will do more than prove 
that Britain possesses the 
H-bomb, They . may well 
substantiate tho claim that 
chas been cautiously advanced 
that a nuclear weapon has 
been ‘doveloped whose 
explosion defles long-range 
dotection, It would ropre- 

_ sent a development 
nuglear science of far- 
reaching importance and 
significance, and might well 
hasten agreement on com- 
prehensive ament 
among tho leading nations 
of the world.

It is also one of the few remaining institutions of the 
Four-Power control of Germany, which lasted from 1945 to 1948. 


Three of tho seven major 
German war criminals taken to 
Spandau on July 16, 1947, after 
being sentenced at the Nurom- 
berg trials in 1946, have alrcady 
been released. Of the four 
others, Walter Funk, Hitler's 
Minister for Economics, and 
Rudolf Hess, Hitler's deputy, 
are gsorving Life sentences, while 
Baldur von Schirach, the Nazi 
Youth leader, and Albert Speer, 
the Nazi Armaments Minlster, 
are serving 20-year 
Imprisonment. 

The silence about Spandau 
prison has been breken only on 
rare occasions during the past 
ten years—for a brief announce- 
ment thot one or other of the 
prisoners had been taken to 
hospital for an urgent opcra- 
tion, or releared, or that prison 
regulations hud been _ altered. 
But in spite of the silence of 
the British, French, Soviet and 
United States authoritles, who 
are jointly responsible for the 
prisvon, rumours go round every 
few months sbout conditions in- 
side the prison or the porsi- 
biltty of Its early dissolution 


Rumours 


Last year, rumour had it that 
a major change was to be ex- 
pected. But nothing happened 
except that former Grand Ad- 
miral Karl Doenitz was releored 
on October 1, 1956, the day on 
which he completed his len- 
year sentence. 

In January 1957, the West 
German mass-circulation news= 

, “Bila”, reported rumours 
trom Bonn, the West German 
capital, that the Sovicts were 
about to propose closing the 
prison. According to these 
rumours, “Bild” sald, the Soviet 
Ambassador in Bonn, Mr 
Andrel Smirnov, had suggested 
that the Soviet lenders should 
propose the release of Funk, 
Speer, and Schirach und the 
confinement of Hess in o lumatic 
asytum. 

Observers in West Berlln re- 
called that u similar rumour was 
current exactly a year previous- 
ty. Only at that time it was eald 
that the Western Allies might 
make the proposal to the Sovict 
Union, 

Nothing can be altered in 
Spandau uniess full agreement 
ia reached by all Four Powers 
soncerned. Experience in the 
past few years has shown that 
such unanimous agreement is 
Aifficult to rench, especially as 
there is no high-level organisa- 
tion left in Germany in which 
all four of them mect regularly. 

While the Four-Power Allied 
Contro! Council sat in Germany, 
that ls, until the Russians walk- 
ed out in 1948," such contacts 
were frequent. Then there was 
a six-year pause, 

In 1954, after the Conference 
af Forelgn Ministers of the four 
Powers in Berlin, the legal ad- 
visers of the four High Com- 
tmissioncrs met four times to 
discuss Spandau and agreed on 
certain changes to ease 
regulations, Then allence {ell

Dissolution 


Observers conclude,  there- 
fore, that the first sign of an 
impending dissolution would. be 
a meeting of representatives of 
the Four Powers, presumably of 
their Ambassadors In Bonn, tq 
Gipcuss this issue. These obser- 
vers do not rule out. the possi- 
bility of such a meeting In the 
near future. -

{about £16,000) a year for the 
maintenance of the buildings 
ont German - staff, including 
eleven cooks, 14 kitchen maids, 
four waiters, six  waltresses, 
three housekecpcrs and two 
washerwomen, 

Tn nddition to this sum, there 
are the costs for the Allied staff 
of the prison including Gover- 
nors, guards, doctors and 
barbers, which are pald out of 
the German budget, or by the 
Four Powars themselves. 

Usually well informed sources 
ray = that the West Berlin 
outhoritles would like to have 
the GOO largely unused cells of 
the Spandau prison to relieve 
the acute “housing shortage” fcr 
ordinary convicts.
